TO  THE  SYNODS  OF  MISSOURI  AND  KAN- 
SAS OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 
IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  191 1. 

The  enrollment  last  year  was  234,  22  of  whom  were 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  There  were  96  students 
in  the  College,  J2  in  the  Academy  and  133  in  the 
School  of  Music.  Of  the  number,  128  were  young 
men  and  106  young  women.  There  were  14  graduates 
in  the  senior  class  in  the  College  and  17  in  the  senior 
class  in  the  Academy,  making  a  total  of  31  for  the 
year.  There  were  no  graduates  in  the  School  of 
Music  last  year. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
some  changes  were  made  in  the  faculty,  so  that  we 
have  at  present  one  less  than  in  former  years.  At  a 
subsequent  date,  Isaac  Newton  Evrard,  A.  M.,  who 
was  formerly  in  Missouri  Valley  College,  but  was  at 
the  time  in  the  State  Department  of  Education  at 
Jefferson  City,  was  elected  Dean  of  the  College.    The 
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old  students,  faculty,  and  friends  of  the  College  were 
delighted  to  have  Prof.  Evrard  return. 

Prof.  Benj.  L.  Seawell,  who  was  one  of  the  first 
teachers  in  Missouri  Valley,  and  who  subsequently 
studied  in  Europe  and  later  taught  at  the  Warrens- 
burg  State  Normal,  and  who  was  doing  graduate  work 
in  Columbia  University,  was  elected  to  succeed  Prof. 
Virgil  R.  Stephens,  and  it  has  been  extremely  gratify- 
ing to  his  old  friends  here  and  to  the  faculty  to  have 
such  a  genial  and  competent  man  now  in  control  of 
our  Department  of  Biology. 

Prof.  John  M.  Penick  was  made  Superintendent  of 
the  Dormitory,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
he  is  in  charge.  The  students  in  the  dormitory  are 
much  gratified  to  have  him  as  the  head  of  this  institu- 
tion. 

The  bequest  of  Margaret  E.  Pryor,  of  Liberty,  Mis- 
souri, a  descendent  of  Finis  Ewing,  reached  the  con- 
clusion of  a  long  process  in  the  Courts  and  was  paid 
in  May,  191 1.  This  bequest,  which  was  originally 
for  $1,000,  amounted  to  $1,146.67  at  maturity  on  ac- 
count of  the  accumulated  interest.  Of  course,  suitable 
acknowledgement  was  made. 

The  Commencement  exercises  were  of  an  unusual 
character  this  year,  on  account  of  the  presence  of  Gov- 
ernor Herbert  S.  Hadley,  who  made  the  commence- 
ment oration  for  the  class  of  191 1.     The  address  was 
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one  of  unusual  ability  and  interested  the  very  large 
audience  which  filled  Stewart  Chapel.  The  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  His  Excellency 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  exercises. 

The  Synod  joined  the  College  last  year  in  a  request 
to  the  College  Board  for  aid.  The  College  Board 
made  a  grant  of  $1,500,  $750  of  which  was  paid  dur- 
ing the  year  and  the  other  half  ($750)  was  paid  in 
June,  191 1,  after  the  termination  of  our  fiscal  year. 
Suitable  acknowledgment  should  be  made  on  the  part 
of  the  Synod  to  the  College  Board  for  this  timely  as- 
sistance to  an  institution  that  is  passing  through  trial. 
A  request  has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  the  College  Board  for  double  the  amount,  viz.,  $3,- 
000  this  year.  The  Board  has  already  voted  $1,500  in 
a  promissory  way,  but  the  Synod  should  consider 
whether  it  should  not  ask  the  Board  for  the  full 
amount  of  $3,000.  The  deficit,  on  account  of  last 
year's  extraordinary  expenses,  has  amounted  to  $3,- 
378.89.  As  the  College  management  is  not  responsible 
for  the  litigation,  but  it  is  an  affair  of  the  whole  de- 
nomination, we  think  it  only  fair  that  the  whole  de- 
nomination should  help  us  to  bear  the  loss  which  the 
College  sustains  because  of  the  expenses  and  embar- 
rassment occasioned  by  this,  over  which  it  had  abso- 
lutely no  control.  That  it  is  the  butt  of  attack  should 
commend  it  to  the  sympathy  of    the    Presbyterians 
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everywhere,  and  the  College  Board  represents  Pres- 
byterian interests  in  the  College.  While  preparing 
the  report  for  the  College  Board  in  making  our  ap- 
plication, some  data  was  gathered  that  should  be  of 
interest  to  the  Synod.  It  was  found  that  of  the  228 
graduates  of  the  College,  72  had  become  ministers 
and  missionaries  and  91  teachers,  some  of  these  col- 
lege presidents,  some  college  professors,  some  school 
principals,  and  some  teaching  in  the  ranks,  but  it  shows 
a  fine  influence  for  the  State  and  for  the  Church  to 
record  that  164  out  of  the  228  persons  graduating 
from  the  College  have  gone  into  these  fields  of  intel- 
lectual and  religious  activity. 

Rev.  George  Reynolds,  D.  D.,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
has  given  informal  notice  to  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege that  he  would  tender  his  resignation  to  the  Synod 
of  Kansas  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Missouri  Valley  College.  Should  he  do  so,  the  Synod 
should  elect  some  one  to  fill  his  unexpired  term  as 
Trustee  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 

Miss  Stella  B.  Hicks,  librarian  of  the  College,  has 
kept  some  very  valuable  records  for  the  last  two  years 
which  show  that  there  is  a  growing  interest  in  the 
library  and  that  the  daily  attendance  is  increasing. 
Also,  that  the  attendance  of  visitors  is  increasing. 
The  number  of  visitors  last  year  was  223.  The  total 
number  of  readers  in  the  library  last  year  was  4,573. 
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The  circulation  has  amounted  to  2,979  volumes  in  addi- 
tion to  the  reading  that  was  done  in  the  library  reading 
room.  Next  to  the  general  and  magazine  literature, 
biography  seems  to  be  the  most  popular.  The  ad- 
ministration of  the  library  is  very  efficient  and  the 
losses  very  few.  The  McClintic  Fund  and  the  Walker 
McAninch  Fund  serve  to  keep  the  library  pretty  well 
stocked  with  new  books  and  magazines.
